certain officials connected with the bureau. 
The hostile press has 
also been firing all along the line. 
The hypocricy of Democratic professions of friendship for 
civil service is apparent to all who are fam iliar with the record of 
that party, 
ll is a notorious fact that there never was so partisan 
an administration as the one which closed on the 4th day of March, 
1921. 
The Wilson adm inistration filled up tile departm ents in 
W ashington w'ith thousands of incompetents, under a law enacted 
by the Democratic Congress in 1916 which perm itted appoint­ 
ments to be made without restriction or limitation for two years, 
after which the civil service rules should apply. 
During these 
two years many thousands of Democrats were inducted into office 
and then blanketed under civil service protection. 
Senator Hitchcock, of Nebraska, in a long lamentation in 
the Senate the other clay, deplored the alleged “ prostitution of 
civil service” by the present administration. 
Thereupon his Re­ 
publican colleague, Senator Norris, read into the record letters 
w ritten from Hitchcock’a office by his private secretary in 1919, 
which proved that Hitchcock “ believes in civil service when tin' 
Republican party is in power, rnrl ‘to the victors belong the spools’ 
when the Democrats are in control.” Senator N orris made speci­ 
fic charges and quoted letters and documents w ritten by Senator 
Hitchcock’s secretary to show that the Senator was a spoilsman 
of the most exaggerated type during the Democratic adm inistra­ 
tion, demanding that Democratic politicians be placed in office and 
that “the Civil Service Commission should be ‘scrapped’.” 
And when Senator Norris concluded hvs scathing arraig n ­ 
ment of his Democratic colleague, Senator Hitchcock had no re­ 
ply whatever to make.

MINNESOTA LAKES APPRECIATED 


M in n eso ta is reaping substantial benefit from the work of 
the rlcm Thousand Lakes association in publishing the natural 
advantages of this state to tourists and those who are seeking 
summer resorts. 
There has been a great increase in the assessed 
valuation of lake shore property, particularly in Cass and Crow 
Wing counties. 
Such property was assessed for $21,371 in Cass 
county in HH6 and at $72,987 in 1920. 
The real estate assess­ 
ments to be made this year will show further increases. The gain 
in the small township of Wabedo is especially striking, from $215 
in 1916 to $2,642 an 1920. 
These figures are the assessments for 
taxation, only 40 per cent of the full value. The lake shore prop­ 
erty in nine townships in Crow Wing county was assessed at 
$26,789 in 1916 and $108,997 in 1920, or 800 per cent. 
Smiley 
township land advanced from $7,812 to $00,802. 
Such property is better available for resort purposes than for 
agriculture and hence the gains in value have little or no relation 
to the advances made in the same period in farm land. 
The time soon may pass when it will be possible to buy lake 
frontage in Minnesota as cheaply as today. 
Every piece of it 
taken up reduces the supply, while the demand tis bound to in­ 
crease as the country is informed of what we have and also in 
proportion to the improvement of communications by building 
good roads. 
That development in the region of the lakes has only begun 
may be seen from the spotty character of the 'increases in assess­ 
ments for taxation. 
While there were gains in the aggregate, 
which in some instances were remarkable, some townships showed 
only moderate changes of 50 per cent or less.— St. Paul Dispatch.

VOTE ON NAVAL PERSO N NEL 


THERE have not bean w anting lately indications of a persis­ 
tent effort on the part of designing politicians to make the public 
believe that President H arding is impatient with Congress, and 
looks upon tile work of that body as a failure. 
The purpose of 
this deliberate attempt to make the executive and legislative 
branches of the Federal government appear at swords’ points is 
undoubtedly to influence next November’s Congressional elections 
in close districts, since only Congressmen are to be chosen. 
The vote iii the House un Wednesday last on the amendments 
to increase the naval personnel from the committee’s 67,000 to 
86,000, the number of m en declared by President Harding and 
Secretary of State Hughes as necessary for the United States to 
keep up its end of the 5-5-3 agreement—221 to 142— was certainly 
conclusive enough to prove that Mr. H arding aud the national 
legislate! s are work mg together harmoniously. 
By a large m a­ 
jority the House stood by the President in opposing a filial effort 
to wreck the Conference naval ratio by giving the United States 
a navy inferior to Japan instead of one equal to that of Great 
B ritain. 
The naval bill now goes to the Senate, where there is 
every indication that the President’s wishes will be upheld. 
The President is not interfering with the lawmakers’ prero­ 
gatives, nor is Congress seeking to block White House plans. The 
proof of this is found in the unusually large num ber of measures 
favored by the President and made laws by Congress.
